Oxford, Ga., June 3.-—(Special.)—It 
is practically certain that Dr. James E. 
Diekey will remain in the presidency 
of Emory college. 

As is known, he was elected recently 
to the office of secretary of the sen- | 
eral board of education of the Metho- 
dist. Episcopal Church, South, and in 
his report to the Emory board of trus- 
tees today he,intimated his inclination 
to*undertake that work. 

In the face of that expression from 4 
President Dickey, however, the trus- 
lees, by aounanimous’ vote, insisted 
upon his continuance in the presidency, 
and appointed a committee to press 
the matter upon him as a duty to the 
institution, the church, and the coun- 
try. . 

Members of the faculty also united 
in urging him to remain and it is un- 
derstood the student body also peti- 
tioned him to remain. Many patrons 


: 


of the college visiting Oxford for com- 
mencement joined in demanding that 
he remain. at the head of the institu- 
tion. 

All tegether these influences have 
combined to move Dr. Dickey to con- 
‘tinue his great work here. He could 
hardly have done otherwise, and when 
it was known that he had indicated 
to the committee of the board of trus- 
tees that he would remain it gave the 
most profound satisfaction—a sense of 
relief, indeed, that the college is not to 
loge the services of so successful and 
popular a president.

President's Report. 


The most important report made 
was that of President James EF. Dickey, 
which showed a prosperous year for | 
the college. It indicated a Jarge in- 
crease in the enrollment over that of 
last year and a_number of permanent 
improvements in the college, In the 
report Dr. Dickey outlined the work 
of the Greater Emory Club, an under- 
graduate orgarization formed to pro- 
mote the Interests of the college, and 
announced that, as was done last sum- 
mer, two representatives of the club 
will eanvass the state this: summer 
in the tnterests of the college. 


It was announced that Professor FEd- 
gar H. Johnson, who has been on a 
leave of absence at the University of 
Chicago during the past year, will re- 
sume charge of the department of 
history and economics in September. 
Professor Douglas Rumble has oc- 
cupled this chair during Professor 
Johnson's absence. 

Several important changes in the 
faculty came to light at this morn- 
ing's session, the most surprising be- 
ing that in the department of mental 
and moral science. Professor Rembert 
G. Smith, who has efficiently filled 
the ehair of associate professor of 
mental and moral science for the past 
seven years, declined reelection fm or- 
der that he may return to the work of 
the pastorate. 

Professor F. F. Farmer, principal of 
the subfreshman department, also de- 
clined reelection, and next year will 
be connected with the Hawkinsville 
High’ School as professor of science 
and mathematics.

Another vacancy in the faculty is 
caused by the withdrawal of Profes- 
gor Walter S. Bryan, who will go to 
Oxford, England, next year as Rhodes 
scholar. 

Treasurer's Report. 

The annual report of the treasurer, 
Professor H. H. Stone, was read and 
showed the college to be in a good 
financial condition, with a gratifying 
increase inthe income. 

The committee on the Robert E. 
Park bequest announced the receipt of 
$5.000 from Mrs. Park and Miss Etta 
Parke and also the war library and 
picture belonging to Captain Park. 

Hon. T. M. Swift, of Elberton, Ga., 
resigned his position as a trustee by 
letter, and Hon. Henry A. Matthews, 
of Fort Valley, Ga., chairman of the 
judiciary committee of the house of 
representatives, was elected as his suc- 
cessor. 

President Asa G. Candler called the 
“afternoon session of the board of trus- 
tees to order at 3 o'clock. The meet- 
ing was very brief, the only action of 
importance taken being an increasing 
of the salaries of the faculty members. 
The salary of the ‘president was in- 
creased $1,000. The salaries of the 
full professors and adjunct professors 
were raised $300 each, and those of the 
adjunct professors $200 each.

Gilmer County Citizens Charge 
That Judge Newt Morris 
Connived to Disfran- 
chise Them 


MEN HAMED REGISTRARS 
OPENLY ANTAGONISTIC 
TO JOE BROWN PARTY

Petitioners Assert That Judge 
Morris Named Them in Order 
That He Might Secure Con- 
trol of the County to Serve 
His Own Political Ends. 
Flagrant Violation of the Law 
Charged. | 


Charging that. Judge N. A. Morris, 
of Marietta, judge of the Blue Ridge 
circuit court, connived with the three 
registrars of Gilmer county in strik- 
ing the names of 336 voters from the 
registration list of Gilmer county in 
order that he might secure control of 
the county to serve his own political 
ends, 200 voiers of the 336 who were 
thus disfranchised last night present- 
ed a bill to Judge George L. Bell, of 
Fulton superior court, to compel the 
registrars of that county to show cause 
why the names of the voters should 
not be restored to the registration list. 

After reading the petition Judge 
Bell ‘signed an order requiring the 
registrars to appear before him on 
June 18 to show cause why the pray- 
ers of the petitioners should not be 
granted and granted an injunction re- 
straining the registrars from filing the. 
registration list with the clerk of the 
superior court of Gilmer county before 


the petition is heard. 

Should Be Bi-Parttsan. 

The registrars, who are J. O. Hipp, 
Jim Goble and Gordon Cole, were ap- 
pointed by Judge Morrts, as h® was 
authorized’ by law to do, but the peti- 
lioners. charge that he Wifully com- 
mitted a flagrant violation of the law 
which requtred «that the board of reg- 
istrars, when appointed, shall be bi- 
partisan and shall be representative of 
all political factions. 

It is charged that Judge Morris, in 
order that he might have control of 
the situation in s0 far as the influ- 
ence of the registrars was concerned, 
appointed three men who were open- 
ly antagonistic to the division of the 
party which supported Governor J6- 
M. Brown for governor when he 
defeated Hoke Smith in 1908. 

The petition was drawn up by Judge 
George F. Gober, formerly judge of 
the Blue Ridge circuit; C. H. Griffin, 
his law partner, and A. H. Burtz, of 
Ellijay. 

Judge Morris Disqualified. 

Ordinarily, a petition of that charac- 
ter would have been presented to 
Judge Morris and would have been 
heara by him, but since he has been 
made a party to the suit he is disquali- 
fied, and the potition was, therefore, 
presented to the Atlanta judge, who 
has jurisdiction in the matter. 

The filing ot the bill Friday night 
against the registrars and against 
Judge Morris 
sensational development in the fight 
for political control of the oounty 
which has been waged for severel 
years between the division of the par- 
ty represented by W. A. Cox, formerly 
clerk of the court, and Ordinary T. H. 
Tabor, who is recognized as one of 
the leaders of the other division. 

When Judge Morris ran against 
Judge Gober in 1904 the crowd head- 
ed by Cox suprorted Judge Morris and 
the crowd of which Tabor was the 
leader supported Judge Gober. Mor- 
rigs beat Gober in the county in that 
election, but was defeated in the cir- 
cult. 

In 1908, Morris ran against J. Z. 
Foster, of Marietta, and defeated him 
for the juageship. Since the first race 
made by Morris for the judgeship, the 
political divisicn in the Blue Ridge 
¢ircuit has run largely along the line 
of “Morris or Gober.” In Gilmer 
county the feeling has been especially 
prenounced. What one side supported, 
the other oppovred, and vice versa. 

Aceording to the petition filed by 
the’ voters who. claimed to have been 
disfranchised because of their political 
affiliations, the two factions clashed 
in 1908 over the county democratic ex- 
ecutive committee. In that year there 
was a mnase meeting at the courthouse 
in Gilmer ai which the exécutive com- 
mittee was elected. 

Withdrew From Meeting. 

Regarding this committee, the peti- 
tion says’ 

“When the opposition to the commit- 
tee found they were out-voted and out- 
numbered. they withdrew from said 


| meeting ard elected another committee. 


After a contest before the democratic 
state executive committee, in which 
N. A. Morris participated in behalf of 
the portion of said meeting that with- 
dtew from the courthouse, the state 
committee recognized as the regular 
committee the committee that had been 
organized at the courthouse mass 
meeting.” :

Springfield, Ill, June 3.—Charges 
that contributions to legislative “jack- 
pots” were made to insure the death 
of the fish bill, which required the 
payment of fishers’ licenses, were the 
subject of scrutiny from State’s At- 
torney Burke and the grand jurors to- 
day. In addition an effort was made to 
add to the investigation the details 


of the alleged withholding of more 


than $3,000 by a legislator who was to 
have added the collected sum to the 
general “jackpot.”’ : 

Fish 
Warden Caldwell and other witnesses 
were scheduled to tell of the alleged 
contributions and object of the fund. 
The statement of .Governor Deneéen 
last night in which he called on‘ all 
citizens who hawe knowledge 
bribery in the legislature to: come for- 
ward with their assistance, was the 
central. topic of ‘diseussion when fhe 
grand jury began it® daily session, 
To Summon Other Witnesses. 
Late today State’s Attorney Burke 
left his office for Peoria_personally to 
serve subpoenas on, witnesses wanted 
in connection with the fish bill allega- 
tions. The trip was prompted bv the 
belief that the sooner. the witnesses 
were produced before the grand jury

The trip also had as its object a 
possible confession fot some of the 
men who aré said to have contributed 
to the alleged fund to defeat the fish 
bill. 


In discussing the testimony of Rep-: 


resentative .-Beckmeyeér before the 
grand jury and-the information: given 
by him in the states attorney’s office, 
Mr. Burke said the one feature which 
would be fully developed later was 
the “futility of a lie.” 


Tella of Conferences. 


‘Beckmeyer told of conferences. in 
different hotels and in different cities,” 
said Mr. Burke. “in which various 
members met after the first mutter- 
ings of the present storm had been 
heard and attempted to prepare satis- 
factory answers to any questions which 
might be asked. 

“The legislators were all furnished’ 
with an explanation of where they were 
at certain times and places. The in- 
formation did. not refer to the place 
of payment of any money, but was 
more to divert suspicion from the cir- 
cumstances of the different legislators 
meeting at different times, 

“Little things. dropped by Beckmey- 
er in his talk{; which he apparently 
thought were without value, 
pieced with other incidents in the pos- 
session of the state, have already as- 
sumed proportions which will make 
them of great value in untangling the 
web of circumstances.” ; 

To Recall Beckemeyer. 


Beckemeyer will be recalled 
Springfield probably several times, as 
different ends of the inquiry are taken 
up and presented to the jurors. Most 
of the questions asked of Beckemeyer 
in the jury room today bore on the fish 
bill, now under particular scrutiny. 
The jury adjourned early this after- 
noon until tomorrow. 

Secretary of State Rose today re-

Secretary of State Rose notified Gov- 
ernor Deneen of the resignation of 
Senator Holstlaw. Senator Holstilaw 
was involved in the scandal concerning 
the contract for new desks and chairs 
for the gtate house. He was indicted

for perjury, and was gtven immunity 


after confessing that he had accepted 
a bribe of $2,500 for voting for Senator 
Lorimer: that he was given $700 as 
bis share of the’ legislative jackpot, 
end was promised $1,500 for voting to 
give the desk contract to the success- 
ful bidders, and State “Senator John 
Broderick is now under indictment for 
bribery on the accusation of Holstlaw, 
who declared that Broderick paid him 
for the Lorimer vote, and gave him the 
jackpot money. 

Senator Holstlaw is a hold-over sen- 
ator, and his resignation will necessi- 
tate a special election in the forty- 


second district this fall.

CONSTRUCTION STOPPED 
AND MEN TO BE LAID OFF 


Enormous Sum of $200,000,- 
000 Which the Roads Had 
Planned to Spend on Improve- 
ments Will Not Be Invested. 
Roads Insist on Rate In- 
crease. 


Chicago, June %.—Simultaneous ap- 
peals to the people were made here to- 
day by the western railroads and by 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association. 
The railroads submitted their brief to 
“The Man in the Stréet and the Farm- 
er,’ hinting hard times if the rail- 
roads are not permitted to increase 
their freight ‘rates. , 

The manufacturers tell the people 
not to be deceived, as there ig no 
danger of panic, and lauded President 
Taft for his action in obtaining the 
injunction halting the proposed in- 
creases in rates. 

Roads’ Reasons for Increase. 

On behalf of the railroads, Slayson 
Thompson, head of the railroad pub- 
licity bureau, put forward “four rea- 
sons why railroad rates must be 
raised:’’ 


At least $200,000,000, which American 
railroads had tentatively arranged to 
spend in replacement as a result of the 
-increased revenue from the advance in 


now be used to stave off ruin, aeccord- 
ing to Mr. Thompson. 

Unprecedented 'rétrenchment, includ: 
ing the laying off of men and the 


replacement, is now in erder. 

“Two years ago the- railroads had 
reached a point where it seemed that 
replacement and rehabilitation work 
proceed, or soniething would 
break.. The public was not réady for 
&n advance in rates, however, and. by 
retrenchmént from present rigorous 
order the roads have managed to wor- 
ry along, standing almost still while 
the carrying demand of the e¢ountry 
continued to increase,” said Mr. Thomp- 
son, 

Searching fer Mgans of Existence. 

“Every railroad of which I have 
cognizance is now trying to find a way 
to exist in the face of the present op- 
position. Further attempts at re- 
trenchment, at economy, however, seem 
like refining pure gold.” 

Presidents Earling, of the St. Paul 
road; Ripley, of the Sante Fe, and 
Delane, of the Wabash, admitted to re- 
porters today that men would have to 
be laid off until differences are ao- 
justed. Just how many employees wil! 
be affected could not be learned. 

As hinted yesterday, it is probable 
that a committee of raflroad presidents 
will cal] upon Président Taft to obtain 
an elucidation of his position in. regard 
io the railroads as soon as an audience 
can be arranged. 

Thompson Quotes Figures, 


According to Mr. Thompson, the rail- 
roads in the last two years were $229,- 
000,000 behind on maintenance; they 
paid $130,000,000 more annually for 
labor; they paid’ $100,000,000 more an- 
nupally for interest; they lost $25,000,- 
000 annually on pasenger traffic, with 
the total resujt that they are “$730.- 
600,000 to the bad in two years.” 

“Railroad rates must be advanced 
because many companies face bank- 
ruptey if they are not,’’ said’ ‘Mr. 
Thompson. “This is a result which 
the injunction granted at Hannibal, 
Mo., on a side issue, irrespective of 
the justice of the advance, on ex parte 
representation, without notice and 
without proper weighing of the’ con- 
sequences, may expedite, but {is power- 
lessito enjoin. .Why this: is go may 
be briefiy stated in terms that the 
man ‘in the street, in the workshop, 
and on the farm can understand and 
appreciate. In the end it is this man 
in the street who must bear the brunt 
of any disaster that befalls the Ameri- 
can railway system.” 


For “the Man in the Street.’’ 


Then for the bénefit of “the man in 
the street.” Mr. Thompson quotes rajl- 
road statistics as far back. as 1897, to 
prove the contention that the rafl- 
roads face ruin unless rates are raised. 
These statistics will be printed = in 
pamphlet form and widely distributed. 
Mr. Thompson declares that the ship- 
pers have been grossly deceived and 
he charges the Associated Shippers’ 

ureau of Cincinnati with practicing 
the deception. 

“For more than 29 years,” declared 
Mr. Thompson, “the charges have never 
been made ‘seriously that the average 
freight rates on American railways 
were unreasonable per se. On the con- 
trary, it is the testimony of a)l invés- 
tigators that they are the lowest in 
the world. If they have been reasonabie 
for 20 years and the service is more 
costly now than ever. it is self-evi- 
dent that any slight advance now canh- 
not make them unreasonable.” 
Attempted Scare, Say Manafacturers. 

The resolution adopted by the TIili- 
nois Manufacturers’ Association charge 
the officials of certain rallroads with 
being in a concerted movement. fo 
make the people believe the shippers 
and consumers are making unfair de- 
mands and that another financial crists 
is impending. The anufacturers call 
upon the people to hold up the hands 
of the government ahd demand that 
the “whole question of the advance or 
the reduction of freight rates should 
at thie time and at all future times 
be presented to the interstate com- 
merce commission for final adjudica- 
tion.” 

The manufacturers extend their 
thanks to President -Taft and  Aft- 
torney General Wickersham for “théir

RESHAPED RAILROAD BILL 
TO BE-LOST.IN CONFERENCE

Washington, June 3.—(Special.)— 
Beside the frank speeches’ that 
denio¢rats and progressives made just 
before the passage of the railroad 
bil tonight, in which the original ad- 
ministration draft was roundly de- 
nouficed as drawn in the interest of 
the railroads, a few interviews were 
given by senators on the subject. 

Senator Clay, of Georgia, 
throughout the bill took a 
stand against the senate leaders, and 
heartily supported the progressive re- 
publicans, says that he does not be- 
lieve that the leaders will let the re- 
shaped bill come out of conference. 
The bill was drawn originally, he 
says, in the interest of the railroads, 
and now that both the house and sen- 
ate have remodeled it more in the in- 
terest of the public, the republican 
leaders. in congress will not want it 
to become a law. 

Rayner Telly of Measure. 

“The bill,.asS it came to us original- 
ly,” said Senator Rayner tonight, 
“looked to me ag a railroad bill, pure 
and simple, drawn in the interests of 
the railroads and for their benefit and 
aggrandizement. The insurgent re- 
publicans and the democrats com- 
bined and by.a union of forces have 
swept away some ofvits most’ Vicious 
provisions and supplemented them 
with a number of others in the inter- 
ests of the peopie. One of the best 
features of the bill as it came from 
the committee was that which~broad- 
ened the power of the_ interstate 
commerce commission, giving it 
questioned authority to initiate pro- 
ceedings for the correction of unrea-

Practical Unanimity With 
Which Bill Was Passed Due 
to Radical Changes---Section 
Creating Court of Commerce 
Only Feature to Which Dem- 
ocyats Objected---Long and 
Short-Haul Clause Put In. 


Washington, June 3.—The senate 
passed the administration railroad bill 
at 9:55 o'clock tonight. It had been 
under consideration for more than 12 
weeks, and practically no other bus- 
iness except appropriation bills were 
considered in that long period. 

Only 12 votes, ali of these by demo- 
crats, were recorded against the bill. 
The practical unanimity with which 
the measure was passed was due to 
the radical changes made in the meas- 
uré irom the form in which it was 
drafted by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham, following numerous conferences 
at the White House on the subject 
of amending interstate commerce laws. 
All of the “insurgents” who opposed 
many features of the original bill, 
voted for it tonight, 

Progressives Claim Victory. 


Through the elimination of pooling 
and merger sections and by reason 
vf the adoption of many, amendments 
in the interest of shippers, the pro- 
Kressive republicans claimed to have 
won a signal victory, and most of the 
democrats express themselves as tavor- 
able to the large portion of the meas- 
ure. 

Had it not been for the retention of 
the sections to create a court of com- 
merce it is likely that the vote for the 
bill would have been unanimous. 

Debate ceased at 9:50 o'clock when 
Senator Elkins, chairman of the in- 
terstate commerce committee, moved 
to take up the bill which was pagsed 
by the house, and after striking out 
the body of that measure to substitute 
the matter agreed upon by the sen- 
ate. In that fofm the bill was voted 
upon, with the result that it was passed 
by a vote of 50 to 12. 

Six Democrats Supported Measgre. 

No republican voted against the bill, 
and six,democrats voted for it, They 
were Messrs, Chamberlain, Clay, Gore, 
Paynter, Simmons and Stone, The 
democats recorded against it were 
Messrs. Bacon, Fletcher, Frazier, 
Hughes, Money, Newlands, Perey, Pur- 
cell, Rayner, Shivelv, Smith of Mary- 
land, and Smith of South Carolina. 

Just before the voting began Sena- 
tor La Follette, one of the “insurgent” 
republican leaders, served notice upon 
the senate that unless the conferees 
made a determined fight for retention 
.,~@amendments procured by progres- 
sives and democrats, it could not hope 
to approve the conference report. 

Speeches in explanation of their 
votes were made by Senators Bacon,-.

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JOE BROWN WAS INDORSED! 
HAWKINSVILLE MEN HELD 
MEETING AT COURTHOUSE 


Hawkinsville, Ga., June 3.—(Special. ) 
Although it is announced in an Atlanta 
afternoon paper that no meeting took 
place here Thursday to indorse Gov- 
ernor Brown's administration, the fot- 
lowing are the facts: 

Notwithstanding the facts that but 
a few hours’ notice was given that a 
meeting would be held, a very good 
crowd, made up of representative citi- 
zens of the city and county, and some 
of whom formerly opposed Governor 
Brown, participated in the meeting. 


J. J. Harvard was elected chairman 
and L. C. Ryan, secretary. ° 

* €. Daley and Warren Grice were 
appointed as a committee to draw up 
resolutions. These resolutions were 
adopted by a rising vote, and were 
published today in The Hawkinsvilie 
Dispatch, The Constitution, the Macon 
Telegraph, The Savannah Morning 
News and other papers. Talks were 
made by Dr. A. A. Smith, Warren Grice. 
Judge Pearce and others. 

The meeting was held at & o’clock in 


the courthouse. 
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because. With its six qualifying prv- 
visions, it places almost unlimited au-

The action of the registrars has 
stirred Gilmer county from one end to 
the other. It is said that. numerous 
voters have stated there will be no 
election in that county unless those 
who area entitled to vote have that priv- 
ilege restored to them, and it is freely 
predicted that unless the differencés 
are satisfactorily settled serigus troue 
ble may arise when the election is held 

The petition of the disqualified 
voters, in part, is as follows: 

“Plaintiffs allege that each and all 
of said parties had signed the voters’ 
book; had taken and subscribed the 
oath required of them by law -before 
the tax collector or his clerk, and that 
in the absence of evidence to the con- 
trary, and an investigation therein, 
that they were entitled to registra- 
tion. That the burden would have 
been upon the registrars to have 
shown by evidence that their affidavit 
Was untrue, and that they were not 
entitled to register as they had sworn 
that they were. 

“Plaintiffs allege that a large num- 
ber of those who were stricken from 
the registration list for the raeson that 
they did not appear. had never been 
served with any summons or challenge. 
That these challenges generally were 
issued and served on one day and the 
hearing set for the next day; that A.

The selection of these two gentle- 
men was made at the meeting of the 
cotton buyers at the Piedmont hotel 
yesterday morning, after’ the buyers 
had decided to lay before the foreign 
bankers’ the plans suggested by 
Messrs. Bashinski and Inman on Thurs- 
day. This plan provides that banks 
certify to the genuineness of bills of 
lading issued against cotton shipped 
from towns in which they are located. 
It is belleved that this plan will not 
only fully meet the demands of the Eu- 
ropean bankers, but will prove to be 
the most simple and inexpensive of 
all those proposed. 

Plan of Committee Adopted. 

This plan was one among several 
suggested at the meeting of the Cot- 
ton Buyers’ Association Thursday. It 
was taken under advisement by a com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose, and 
this committee reported that it was 
found to be entirely feasible, in their 
Opinion. The committee was composed 
of S. B. Brown, of Albany, Ga; L. 
Weil, of Montgomery; Frank M. Inman, 
of Atlanta; W. O. Jones, of Elberton; 
G. A. Nicolson, of Atlanta; L. M. Ba- 


}shinski, of Troy, Ala., and C. B. How- 


ard. 

The report of the committee rela- 
tive to the plan of having the banks 
indorse bills of lading read as follows: 

“The genuineness of bills of lading 
to be certified to by bank at point of 
issue in about the following form: 

“*We hereby certify that the agent 
whose name is signed to this bill of 
lading, -has acknowledged to us that 
same is his signature, and that the 
railroad is in possession of the cotton.’ 

“This clause to be stamped upon the 
face or back of bills of lading and 
signed by the bank.” 

The committee also recommended in 
its report that two men be sent to 
London to attend a meeting of the 
European bankers to be held this 
month, and suggested that Messrs. 
Coles and Howard, of the Central Bank 
and Trust Corporation and of Akers. 
Inman & Akers, respectively, be se- 
lected to g0. 

After some discussion the report of 
the committee was adopted in its en- 
tirety. 
vote. 

Notify Commercial Bodies. 

Later a resolution previding that 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce anid 
other commercial bodies throughout 
the southern states be notified of the 
action of the association relative to 
interior bills of lading, and requesting 
that these bodies use every possible 
effort in the fight which the association 
is making to protect bills of lading 
generally. 

The committee which selected the 
plans to be submitted to the European 
bankers was reappointed as a standing 
committee to confer with the rail- 
roads in this section with a view to 
making satisfactory arrangements for 
the certification of bills of lading by the 
banks, provided the European bankers 
agree to the arrangement as made. A 
meeting of raflroad officials is to be 
held in the south, possibly Atlanta, 
within the next week and at this 
meeting the committee will take up 


the matter. 

During the session, President Nicol- 
son read a cablegram from London to 
the effect that the date on which the 
bankers of Europe are to meet there 
has not yet been determined upon. 
Following this, a resolution was pass- 
ed dette | that the bankers be re- 
quested to fix a date for a conference 
with Messrs. Coles and Howard.

Watermelons, too, are coming in now 
and the markets will be plentifully 
supplied with them today.

people will care to pay that price so 
early in the season. 

Delicious berries are coming into 
the city now—large, dewy blackberries 
that look as though they have not

Peaches are becoming more plentiful 
but they are still priced at 50 cents 
a basket. 

Vegetables are selling at practically 
‘the same prices, though snap beans 
may be bought more cheaply—in many

tatoes are 50 cents a peck: Irish po- 
tatoes, 40 cents a peck; turnips, 5 
cents a bunch; squash, three or four 
for 10 cents; cabbage, 5 and 10 cents 
apiece; onions, 5 cents a bunch; beets, 
5 cents a bunch, and carrots, 5 cents 
a bunch. 

Cucumbers are selling three and four 
for 10 cents Green corn is priced at 60 
cents per dozen ears, and the ears are 
full and firm and sweet. Tomatoes are 
15 cents a quart; egg plants, 10 cents 
apiece; green peppers, 30 cents a dozen. 

The prices of meats remain almost 
unchanged, though pork is slifghtly 
cheaper, selling now for 320 cents a 
pound. Ham sells from 22% to 25 cents 
a pound; porterhouse steak, 26 cents; 
sirloin steak, 25 cents; round steak, 20 
cents. The cheaper chuck and shoul- 
der cuts are selling for 15 cents a 
pound. Lamb chops are 26 cents a 
pound; for quarter lamb roasts, from 
17% to 20 cents a pound: and  hind- 
quarter roasts from 20 to 25 cents a 
pound; all-pork sausages are 20 cents 
a pound, and mixed sausages 15 cents. 
Breakfast bacon, when bought in the 
strips, costs 30 cents a pound for the 
best kind, and when sliced 35 cents a 
pound. 

Chickens sell for 25 cents a pound, 
frying size and broilers ranging from 
50 to 75 cents apiece; turkeys cost 35 
cents a pound; ducks, 25 cents a pound. 

In the fish market pompano may be 
bought for 25 cents a pound, some 
charging 30 cents; lake salmon, 15 
cents a pound; mango snapper, 15 
cents; red snapper, 12% cents; blue- 
fish, 15 cents; perch, 12% cents; hali- 
but, 20 cents; trout, 15 cents: Califor- 
nia salmon, 20 cents; Lake Superior 
white fish, 20 cents a pound; scallops, 
50 cents a quart; lobster, 50 cents a 
pound; crab meat, 50 cents a quart. 

Norfolk spots are off the market un- 
til July and August, which is the real 
season for them. Those that come in 
now are soft and the demand for them 
is small.

Net Gain of Five to Fourteen 
‘ Points---Slight Reaction 
in Last Hour. 


New York, June 3.—The cotton mar- 
ket had a further sharp advance from 
the low level of yesterday, with July 
contracts selling at 14.85, or $3.50 per 
bale above the figures touched im- 
mediately: after the publication of the 
government's crop report. The close 
was firm at a net gain of 5 to 14 
points, although there was a some- 
what reactionary tendency. in the last 
hour, as a result of realizing for over 
the week end. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 4 to 13 points, on covering 
and bull support. Cables were stead- 
ier and while the weather in the 
south was considered good generally, 
sellers of the early week seemed to be 
much disappointed by the action of 
the market since the publication of 
the condition figures. At any rate, 
there was an urgent demand for shorts 
during the early trading and before 
the advance was checked July con- 
tracts sold at 14.85 and August 14.40, 
or 31@37 points higher, while the new 
crop went up to a net gain of about 
15 to 16 points. The buying on this 
advance appeared to have exhausted 
the more urgent demdnd from shorts 
and during the afternoon the market 
reacted several points from the best, 
under realizing, but firmed up in the 
last few minutes, on a renewal of bull 
support. It is reported that near month 
bulls have marketed a large amount 
of their spot cotton during the past 
few days, and that because of this re- 
duction in their holdings they are as- 
suming a more aggressive attitude 
with reference to futures, 

Southern spot markets officially re- 
ported early were % cent higher to 
5 cent lower. 

The New Orleans market was closed 
today, but the south was a good buyer 
here on thevearly advance.

Chicago, June $.—That a scaided ace 
dreads cold water was demonstrate 

well today in the wheat pit. Cautious- 
ness, amounting to downright timid- 
ity, Was evident from start to finish 
on both sides of the market. Unpro- 
fessional speculators in particular were 
inclined to keep strictly on the outside 
because of the blistering received yes- 
terday, whichever way they turned. In 
the end, prices were % to 4c. lower, 
and the tone weak. Corn closed %

It wags a nervous scalping market 
in. wheat. Decisive factors in giving 
the last quarter of an hour a bearish 
outcome were credited Texas. fe- 
ports from that state contained as- 
sertions as to early threshing returns 
exceeding expectations. A yleld as 
high as 25,000,000 bushels was even 
predicted, and a car of new wheat, 
the first of the season, was announced 
to have been shipped out of Gatesville 
in the Lone Star commonwealth. There 


were fine rains over the American and| 


Canadian spring wheat territory last 
night and today. Improvement in the 
winter wheat states during May was 
shown. European markets were weak, 
and millers were mourning over -a dis- 
couraging situation as to flour sales. 
Friends of higher prices derived some 
comfort early from the disappearance 
of heavy selling pressure, and because 
of a temporary bulge in corn, cash 
sales of 250,000 were reported, but 
seemed to make little impression. 
Neither did messages telling of dam- 
age by the Hessian fly. The Sep- 
tember option slipped under the 90-

An impression that: attempts were 
being made to uphold prices of corn 
until old cobs could be shelled and 
forwarded, spoiled a bull movement in 
that grain. Colder weather through- 
out the northern half of the belt, with 
official forecast of continued coolness 
and clouds tomorrow, caused a sharp 
early advance, during which many 
shorts covered. 7 

Unfavorable reports were numerous, 
but not so much so0 as to arouse sus- 
picion as to their spontaneity and gen- 
uineness. September ranged from 58% 
to 569%, and closed weak at 68%, a 
net decline of %c, 

Oats trailed after other grain. Bus- 
iness, however, was light, and fluctu- 
ations sluggish. September varied 
from 35% to 35% @36, with the close 
at the low level, a decline of %™@c 
from the previous close. 

Provisions gave way under selling 
by stock yard houses and by a com- 
mission firm, which evidently was try- 
ing to unload long pork.
